AN ACT to create section 1636q of the statutes, relating to 

safety devices on street cars. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEartort 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to 
read: Section 1636q. 1. Every person, partnership, or cor-
poration owning or operating a street or interurban car line 
shall proVide and equip each and every motor-car weighing 
over forty thousand pounds net or empty weight, used for the 
transportation of passengers or freight, and added to the service 
from and after the passage of this act, with air brakes of mod-
ern design, to be approved by the railroad commission. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall limit or restrict the power 
of the railroad commission to order air brakes upon other ears. 

3. Any such corporation neglecting or refusing to comply
